In Richmond For 
Other Liguor Cars 


Plang for a gay Christmas went 
to ruins when Federal Prohibition 
officer seized $100,000 .worth of 
liquor Sunday morning at the 
Richmond Santa Fe yards. Search 
is now on for the third carload 
that was shipped ,to San Francisco 
from Los Angeles. 

The car containing the loot was 
taken across the bay to pier 46- 
Col. Sam Johnson, 
head, stationed six men to guard 
the car when it was rumored that 
high jackers intended to seize the 
ear. 

It is believed that part of the 
liquor has been stolen from gov- 
ernment warehouses in the south. 

In the last three days two 
raids were conducted netting two 
carloads of liquor valued at 
$100,000 each. The arrest of sev- 
eral of the leaders in the biggest 
rum smuggling circle in the west 
is believed imminent. 

Investigation leads the officials 
to believe that the venture is 
backeg by capital involving mil- 
lions of dollars, Johnson declared. 

The first car was seized Friday 
night at the Santa Fe yards and 
the liquor was unloaded and 
stored at a warehouse on Second 
and Brannon, Saturday. 300 bar- 
els labeled “crockery” were found 
o contain 800 cases of whiskey. 

Both cars came from Wingfoot, 
eighty miles from Los Angeles, 
and nead Long Beach and Redon- 
do Beach. The authorities be- 
lieve that the liquor was smug- 
gled in to jand near these points. 

The consignee of the liquor, 
George Hakley of the Dalt Hotel 
of San Francisco, was placed un- 
der arrest Friday night, when he 
claimed the first car, and will+be 
re-arrested as a result of the 
second seizer, according to the of- 
ficials. Federal authorigies declare 
that ten cars have been consigned 
to him recently, involving an in- 
vestment of over $1,000,000.

Governor 
Richardson, but he istaed a state- 
ment in which he declared that 
he had Information Hutchins “was 
the go-between in transactions be- 
tween bunco men and certain Los 
Angeles officials.”

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EGGS BY WEIGHT 


It seemed merely funny, years ago, when a miser 
in a play by Goldoni appeared in‘a grocery store with 
an iron ring and announced that he would buy no 
eggs that were so small as to go through that ring. 
The very idea of making a fuss about the size of | 
eggs! But nearly everybody is doing it now. 

Big eggs nowadays, when sorted out, command 
the best price. The little ones have to be mighiy 
good in flavor and freshness to. hold their own. And 
the very ancient custom of counting eggs by the dozen 
is in danger of passing out, in favor of weighing them. 

Why not? The value of an egg; ‘other things 
being equal, depends on iis liquid contents; and since 
it is awkward to measure them by the pint like other | 
liquids, it is natural to weigh them. A pound of 
eggs would mean just about the same thing every 
time, whereas one dozen of eggs may have twice as 
much “egg” as another dozen. 

Many vegeiables and fruits, formerly sold by 
‘dry measure,” or by number, are now being sold by 
the pound. Eggs will follow suit.
